I donot preſume to think that I ſhall be able to come up to 
the Pattern my worthy Predeceſlor hath fer before me, whoſe 
Excellent Conduct hath contributed much to our peaccable 
and ſafe Mecting this Day, and well deſerves Gur Praiſe and 
Thanks; bur I ſhall labour toinurate jt the beſt I gan. 

I ſhall, according tothe beſt of my Underſtanding, make the 
Laws ofthe Land, and che Conſtitutions, Uſages and Cuſtoms 
of ofthis Renowned Cirg,my Rule; the Glory of God, the Ho- 
nour of the King, the Upholdingthe Proreftant Religion, and 
maintaining the Peace, Liberties, and Proſperity ot this City, 
my End inall my Adminiſtrations : And it at any time I ſhall 
ſeem to any of you to deviate fromtheſe, I entreat yeu to make 
a candid Conſtruction,and forbear {udden and ſevere cenfuring 
my Actions, waiting tor better Information. For it throug 
Humane Frailty, I may fail in a Circumtance, Iatlure you, in 
the main andſubltancel ſhallnever {werve trom this my pro- 
poſed cnd. ; 

Qur Indefatigyble Encmigs. the Churci of Rome (ho in for- 
mer times did lay and carry on Deiigns toc Suvvertion of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and Government c:taoliſked in theſe King- 
doms) have ot late been more active than ever. And to paſs 
over the Burning the/City,, ard freguont Attemprsof that kind, 
and the many other Plots and Corſpiracie; at our remorer parts; 
cameto thoſe horrid Reſolutions of Afaſſirating His Majyeſtics 
Royal Perſon, and to menace cyen Jultice it fe!f1n the Inquiries 
after them,, by that Barbarqus Murder of (the never to be for- 
| pon Sir Edmond Bury Godfrey, and Attempts on Others,in or- 

er to an introducing their falſe Religion : Al! which carry 
their own Evidences fo tull and great, thar fuch who will nor 
ſhut their Eyes, have Demonſtraton 3 and calls aloud upon 
us to watch againſt ſuch a People, whoſe Rehvion (according 
to their Caſuilts) allows, it nor engageth them in ſuch Practices. 


But beſides theſe , wherem God hath wonderfully difap- 
pointed them ( and I hope ever will) chere is juſt cauſero ap- 
prehend they are more ſecretly undermining Us, and amongſt 
other wayes,by bcing the occafion of,or ar [caſt raking occaſion 
from the great Impiety, Prophaneneſs and Atheiſm ot ate crepr 
in Xi arf_ Us ; and the raiſing and fomenting Prvifions and 
Animoſines between our felves; and therefore.as much as in me 
lies, to obyiate theſe their wicked purpoſes, Thave propoundet : 

Firſt, To endeavour the Advancement of the Clory of God; 
and in order thereunto, Iamreſolycd to be Imparnial the pu- 
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niſhmeut of Wickedneſs and Debauchery, and in _conntenan- 

cing Picty and Vertuc; And entreat by your good Admonitions 

: Examples to make my work themorecaly in this parricu-

Secondly ; To promote the Honour of the King, our Reli- 
jon obligcth us to be good and loyal Subiccts, add to vive ro 
Ceſar che things that are Cfars ; and therctoreasT ſhall ſtudy 
to evidence my own unfeigned Loyalty to the King's Majeſty, 
fo I ſhall be careful, accarding to Law topuniſh all Diſloyaley 
in any whomfocyver. | 

Thrrdly ; To up!iold the Proteftant Religion, as to which 
nothing will mo.c conuuce thanan Umion in Aﬀection of all 
thoſe who proicls tlic fare Fatch,and agree un the eſſential Do- 
crine of it, however they may differ rouching ſome Circurn- 
ſtantials, that we may, as honeſt Men, and good Chriſtians 
maintain Loye and gvod-will, as thoſe who mind the fame 
thing, and intendthe ſame. Common-Godl of all, and thus to 
be the Only Meaſure of our Actions, all private and particular 
Apprehenſions being made ſubject thereto. 

Fourthly ; To the parricujar Concervs of this City, I ſhall 
make it my Bulineſs to preſcive 1t in Peacc, and advance its 
Proſperity in a'l things. And in order thercto, {all trom time 
to time defire the Advice and Afliftance ot my worthy Bre- 
theren the Aldermen, and as often of the Common-Councilas 
occaſion ſhall require. Yo 

Andifwe are carctull co diſcharge our duty co God, ina ſober 
and pious Converſation ; To the King, ui a dunitul and loyal 
comportment ; To the Religion we proteſs, by Union and Cha- 
rity among our ſelves ; Tothis City, in promoting us Peace and 
Welfare weneed not tear but God willd{ſupate and diſappoint 
all che Deſigns of his and our Enenues, and conanue hus Bleſs 
ſings to us. And fo letus pray, that his Majeity may be blefled 
with a long and happy Reign, and this City and Kingdom with 
Peace and Proſperny. 


The Speech of the preſent Lord-Mayor. 


Gentlemen, | 
I Rejoyce to meet you here this day, where I can ſee the face 
of my Succeflor, and almoſt ancnd of my own troubkſom 
Year, in which I can cruly affirm I have uſed my hearty endea- 
vours forthe carrying on and prumotung the common Ro

and Advantige of the City , with the ſame Integrity and Iri- 
duſtry I eyerdid in my own POvaee Concerris, as far as my 
Health and Strength of Body would permit ; and I wiſh I 
could ſay , they had the deſired effects. And as for whit 
concerns the Publick, that 1 own my fclf ſubject to many hu- 
'mane Frailtics, and pretend not, iti that Hutry of Afﬀairs that 
attend'my Office,to be exempred from Surprize; yetIcan with 
fafcty ſay, that in what I have dorie thercin, I have acted accord- 
ing to the Dictatcs of my own Tonſtience , and the Rule of 
Law: Andif, whilt I have followed thoſe Guids, any think 
{I haye been miſled , my.ſatisfactiorr 1s, Ihave themto appeal 
to for my Vindication. | |

likely to have any other opportunity of ſpeaking to you before 
Itake my leave of it, I mult ſay one thing moreto you. 

'Tis not rotell you how troubleſome it hath beento me, nor 
what hourly Carc for the Se: - ara of this City | have 
laboured under, nor howT havEimpaircd my Health and Eitate 
in this Service ; for alltheſc eyery ber Man's own Thoughts 
will calily ſuggeſt to him. ' 

But it is to beg fayour of you , and that not for my elf 
alone, but for you, for us all, and for tus great City (whoſe 
Members we al are.) And it is, that all of us, who profeſs 
ourſclves to be Chriftrans, would fo far bear teſtimony to 
the Truth of that Profeſſion , as heartily in Meckneſs and For- 
bearanceto loveone another. And tho there be Differences in 
Opunons, and the outward Modes and Forms of Divine Wor- 
ſhip yetler not theſc have thar effect, as inthe leaſt to divide 
us, or divert us from the Common Defence, which all good 
Proteſtants are engaged in toſtand together. Thedue Regard 
of which ; in my poor Opinion; ncxt under God, 1s the only 
probable way lctt for oar Deliverance. 

1 beg yqur-Pardan for the freedom I have uſed, and am 
well afſured, all my Detects will be liberally ſupplied by my 
worthy Succeſſor. And Iſhallpray, that God.ot his Gaodnets 
will diſperſe rhoſe Clouds, char fecm ſo. mnchro rhrearen this 
Ciry and Nation, and to defeat all Councils that tend thereto ; 
to, bleſs, His; Majeſty: with a long and happy Reign, and4his 
G4y-ant;Kingdom with Peacc:and Tranquility. 
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
